that occurred in 1856. According to Mr. Baker, 
this was the single most dramatic event 1n the 


history of the Senate to this day. 


Along the theme of “leadership,” Mr. Baker stipu- 
lated that if the members of Congress (people we 
elect) can’t get along and work together, how can 
they expect it of us? The basis of Congress and 
the Senate itself is CIVILITY, Gentlemen to Gen- 
tlemen. I personally hold this true in my life, and 
believe that this may be the only way to success- 
fully practice civility on a broad scale. 


Dick attributed the lack of civility, or recent 
downward spiral of interpersonal relationships 
between Senators and House Members, to be 
somewhat caused by current levels of publicity. It 
was not until the public was allowed access to the 
Senate and House Chambers that incivility be- 
came apparent. I equivocate this to “Survivor” 
and the nation’s preoccupation with competition, 
coupled with the media’s attempts to keep up, 
that has caused our elected officials to strike out 
in ways that have previously not been attempted. 
The Senate has rules which are strictly adhered 
to, and in my opinion, closing the doors should 
have been a rule they stuck to.

¢ Thomas Jefferson wrote the Parliamentary Pro- 
cedure Manual 

e Of the first 20 rules of the Senate, half are re- 
lated to proper behavior (no hissing, spitting...) 

« The Senate and House Chambers came open 
to public access in the 1820’s 

e Public access lead to polished speeches and 
Professional Speech Writers 

e June 15, 1958 the first 707 flew across the 
country 

¢ During the Clinton Impeachment discussion in 
Jan 1999, the Senate utilized the Old Senate 
Chamber, which had not been used since 1859 

* Strom Thurman holds the filibuster record of 
24 hours, 18 minutes, set in August of 1957

The vote is in...tuition will increase $4 per 
credit for the 2004-2005 school year. 


ASBG President Rinda Johansen, along 
with Vice-President Kristine Murry, par- 
ticipated in the President’s Council Meet- 
ings at which they discussed the budget 
for next year. Despite Rinda and Kay’s ef- 
forts, the Council approved the proposed 
$4 per credit increase which President 
Greg Hamann presented to the College 
Board of Directors. The Board approved 
the budget. Starting this summer, it will 
cost $54 per credit, not including addi- 
tional fees.

“Congress opens investigation 


into textbook gouging” read a 
headline in The Daily Astorian on 


April 8. The article, courtesy of 
Rebecca Harris, reiterates what 
most of us already know...the out- 
rageous price for textbooks these 
days. 

According to the article, 
students in Oregon and California 
conducted a study and determined 
that the cost of textbooks has sky- 
rocketed “because of the bundling 
of ancillary products, like CD- 
ROMS.” And to add fuel to the 
fire, publishers update texts almost 
annually, forcing students to pur- 
chase the newest editions “while 
the content scarcely changes.” 

Of course the textbook 
companies deny these findings, 
and appeal to the need for up-to- 
date information in our rapidly

changing world. 

I would ask, however, how 
much has the process of photosyn- 
thesis or chemistry changed over 
the years? Or, how to give a 
speech or perform math calcula- 
tions? My solution, stick to one 
text that can be used more than 
once, and sell the CD-ROMS as 
supplemental text or updates perti- 
nent to the subject material. Not 
only would this save students 
money, but it would also save the 
publishers’ money—the article 
quoted Jessica Dee Rohm, a text- 
book publishing representative, 
who stated “they invested 
$300,000 of research” to change a 
calculus book. 

The heart of the headline, 
members of Congress are wonder- 
ing the same as me. “Calculus 
hasn’t changed much since Isaac 
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Newton,” stated U.S. Rep. David 
Wu (D) Oregon, “...do we really 
need a new edition every few 
years?.” Congressman Wu was 
the first lawmaker, along with 14 
others, to ask for the investigation 
into pricing policies of U.S. text- 
book publishers as a result of 
meeting with students last fall. 
The request has been given high 
priority and is direct evidence that 
student voices can make a differ- 
ence.

Students Set Legislative Agenda for 2005

According to an article in the 
April 2004 OSA Outlook... 

The Oregon Student As- 
sociation (OSA) will prioritize 
childcare, need-based aid, and 
tuition and funding for the 2005 
legislative session. These issues 
were chosen from several alter- 
natives at an OSA board meet- 
ing in March. All three tie di- 
rectly to student concerns about 
access to and affordability of 
college. 

OSA has been working 
on the childcare issue since 
1976, when students proposed 
childcare aid for low-income 
student-parents. Their efforts 


eventually culminated in the 
creation of the Student Child- 
care Block Grant, which unfor- 
tunately, due to budget cuts, 
has been lost. Funding im- 
proved in 2003 when the pro- 
gram was reinstated, however, 
with the failure of Measure 30, 
the program is again unfunded.
